Washington, D. C., Jan. 6—[Special.]— 
Chicago and the middle west are vitally in- 
terested in a strong plea for the develop- 
ment of transportation routes by water 
throughout the country which will be made 
by the United States national waterways 
commission. * 

The commission will meet tomorrow for 
the purpose of completing a preliminary re- 
port to congress, with a view to ite submis- 
sion next week. The body eomprises twelve 
members of the senate and house and was 
organized under act of congress approved 
om March 1, 1909. 

In the execution of the duty tmposed by 
this law, and to acquire information which 
would enable them intejligently to discuss 
the subject confided to them, the members 
of the commission not only have examined 
waterways in the United States but made 
a tour of Burope, where they personally m- 
spected rivers and canais and conferred with 
officials of expert knowledge. 


Mississippi Problem Studied. 

In November last a majority of the com- 
mission made a trip from St. Paul to New 
Orleans, during which every phase of the 
Mississippi river problem was considered. 
Some of the members exaxmined the IMinois 
and Missouri rivers. Reports were obtained 
from various waterway essociations.

AT SEWER GRAFT 


Commission in Secret Consid- 
ers Report by Expert B. F. 
Welton, Who Unveils 

a New Scandal. 


REVEALS VAST RAKEOFF? 


Specifications Said to Have Been 
Ignored in the Construction 
of Great System of 


which was considered by the Merriam com- 
mission at a secret meeting last night. 

B. F. Welton, the expert who was brought 
to Chicago by Ald. Merriam to undertake 
certain investigations on behalf of the com- 
mission, has left behind him a report which 
is much more far reaching than his report on 
the so-called shale rock scandal. This 
report deals with the sewer construction in 
general and particularly as regards the inter- 
cepting sewers. 

It is declared to reveal a conditiog of rot- 
tenness, Overpayments, and disregard of 
specifications surpassing anything which was 
brought to light by the Investigation into the 
McGovern bills for shale rock excavations. 


Vast Graft Opportunity. 

Welton was brought on here from New 
York for the specific purpose of inquiring 
into the general proposition of sewer con- 
struction as carried on in Chicago for the 
last five or six years, There has been a 
great deal of this construction work done in 
connection with the turning of the city’s 
sewage from Lake Michigan into the drain- 
age canal. 

Millions of dollars of taxpayers’ money has 
been spent for this purpose, and the work 
has been all done under the direction of the 
department of public works, not only of the 
present administration, but of the two ad- 
ministrations which preceded it—namely: 
the Dunne and the Harrison administrations. 
Several timés in the last five or six years 
scandals regarding this sewer construction 
have broken to the surface, and hints of 


city and of the advantage taken of this lax- 
ity by the contractors have been mentioned, 
but so far there never has been a thorough 
investigation into the matter. 


One of Merriam’s Surprises. 
When Ald. Merriam first suggested the

Washington. D. C., Jan. 6—([Special.j— 
There was a conference of the president and 
Speaker Cannon at the White house today, 
which contains the germ of future trouble 
for the insurgents. 

The speaker was in high fettle over the 
policy which Mr. Taft has decided to pur- 
sue with respect to the insurgents. His 
friends feel he has been completely vindl- 
cated in the course he has observed, and they 
are satisfied that he and the president will 
cobperate for the enactment of legisiation 
which the latter has recommended and will 
recommend.

Cannon Defines “Regularity.” 

When Mr. Cannon left the White house he 
gave the following definition of party regu- 
larity, which is of especial interest in IlH- 
nois in view of the primary fight now in 
progress: 

My test of regularity in politics, church, 
finance, or family is codperation, harmony. 
I am a great believer in caucus—the wicked 
caucus.

GOV. ‘HUGHES’ ACTION STUNS. 


New York ‘Executive Gives Blow to 
Proposed Amendment. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—[{Special.}—The 
blow dealt by Gov. Hughes of New York to 
the proposed constitutional amendment au- 
thorizing the levying of an income tax has 
produced undisguised satisfaction among the 
Aldrich following in congress and equally 
patent dismay among the progressives. The 
latter admit that the attempt to obtain the 
adoption of an income tax amendment now 
is an uphill fight, with the result in grave 
doubt. 

The outcome is believed to be exactly whet 
was foreseen by Senator Aldrich last summer 
when he executed his flank move and headed 
off the inclusion of an income tax in thetariff 
law. Senator Cummins and the insurgent 
Republicans had nineteen votes for the prop- 
osition in the senate and were ready to com- 
bine with the Democrats and tack the provi- 
sion on to the Aldrich bill. 75 

Then Aldrich hastened to the White house 
and offered to concede a corporation tax if 
the president would cal! off the insurgents in 
the senate. The president accepted, the cor- 
poration tax was included in the tariff law, 
and a resolution was adopted submitting to 
the state legislatures a constitutional amend- 
ment to authorize an income tax 

Progressives Now See Pitfalls. 

Now that Gov. Hughes has taken action 
Which likely will block the ratification of the 
amendment in New York the progressives 
realize the pitfalls of the trap that Senator 
Aldrich laid for them. Georgia and Con- 
necticut so far have failed to ratify the propo- 
sition, and it is believed that the objections 
raised by Gov. Hughes will be voiced else- 
where, with the result of sidetracking the 
whole movement. 

The outcome of this preliminary skirmish 
has inspired the progressives, however, to 
redouble their efforts to obtain’ the enact- 
ment of an income tax law. They believe 
there is plenty of constitutional authority 
at present for such a law, and they intend 
to urge the legislation without waiting for 
the outcome of the action on the proposition 
by the state legislatures 

The amendment will come before the spe- 
cial session of the legislature in Illinois by- 
virtue of its inclusion in the call by Gov. 
Deneen. Senator Cullom is inclined to think 
it will be approved by the Illinois body. 

Would Use Tax in Emergency. 


“I always have been in favor of an in- 
come tax and I believe the federal govern- 
ment should have unquestioned authority to 
impose such a tax, said the senator. “I 
believe, however, that the income tax always 
should be kept subordinate to the protective 
tariff. 

80 long as the protective tariff produces 
sufficient revenue in addition to the inter- 
nal taxes now levied there is no need of an 
But in an emerg- 
ency the government ought to have full au- 
thority to resort to this means of raising 
additional revenue. I believe this is a pretty 
general view of the qeustion in Illinois and 
I look for the ratification of the amend- 
ment by the Illinois legislature.’’ 

Senator Cummins, who is an ardent ad- 
vocate of the income tax. believes that Gov. 
Hughes lacks just grounds for his objec- 
tion that the amendment would give the 
federal government power to tax incomes 
derived from state and municipal bonds and 
thus would. constitute an invasion of state 
rights. The Iowa senator points out that 
under the constitution the government has 
no authority to tax the instrumentalities 
of states and probably of municipalities. 

Fort Opposes Income Tax. 

Lakewood, N. J., Jan. 8.—J. Franklin Fort, 
governor of New Jersey, is expected to side 
with Gov. Hughes of New York in opposition 
to the proposed federal income tax. Although 
he declines to commit himself as yet a close 
associate says he holds views on the amend- 
ment almost identical with those expressed 
in the Hughes message of yesterday. Gov. 
Fort’s message will go to the legislature on 
Tuesday next

Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—After a tilt in 
the house today between Representatives 
Mann, Hill, and Hardwick a resolution was 
adopted calling for information from the 
treasury department as to what amount of 
money had been expended by the revenue 
| eutter service in the effort to locate John 
Jacob Astor’s yacht Nourmahl, reported lost 
in West Indian waters several weeks ago. 
Representative Hill defended Mr. Astor after 
Mr. Hardwick had asserted that a revenue 
cutter would not have been sent in search of 
a poor man.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 6—Heroism dis- 
played in saving life on the great lakes nearly 
half a century ago is to be officially recog- 
nized in the proposition embodied in Senator 
Flint's bill to give Mfesa ving medals to Ed- 
win Spencer, now living in California; the 
late Charles H. Fowler, bishop of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church at New York City, and 
Bishop Joseph C. Hartzell of Africa. 

The proposition has received the approval 
the treasury department, should it become 
aw. 

The proposed awards are for heroism dis- 
played in the wreck of the Lady Elgin on 
Sept. 8, 1860, which was one of the most fatal 
disasters on the great lakes, and the wreck of 
the Storm, lumber laden, May 10, 1864. 

The three men were fellow students at the 
Northwestern university.

WAR FIGURES AT HAND? 


Record Schedules Feared Unless 
Weather Changes and Lifts 
the Train Embargo. 


Chicago housewives, who never have hed 
the experience of living in a beleaguered 
city while food supplies became ineufficient 
and the cost of living increased at an alarm- 
ing rate, may have a chance to learn just 
what such a circumstance means. 

If present climatic conditions continue and 
prices of food products make many more 
gains like those recorded in wholesale cir- 
cles yesterday, the “state of siege” will 
become a fact. ’ 

This is in addition to the cold weather 
which has threatened a coal shortage by 
tieing up railroad traffic, delayed trains, 
suburban and transcontinental, and filled the 
streets with snow on which luckless pedes- 
trians may slip and flounder. Moreover, 
although the city cribs report clear intakes 
and no danger to the water supply, there was 
a greatly decreased flow in many flats. 

The suburbs were not so fortunate, both 
Evanston and Wilmette suffering a water 
shortage. 

Some hope is held forth for those who 
prefer something more moderate than polar 
temperatures. It is officially predicted that 
there will be a rising thermometer today, 
with a possibility of a continuation of the 
upward movement tomorrow, and reaching 
a temperature above the season's averag* 
Sunday and Monday. But another cold wave 
ie due about Wednesday. 

The first appearance of the belated Janu- 
ary thaw is expected to bring retief tn A. 
directions. Despite one month of shortage 
the retail coal prices have remained the 
same, but with another fortnight of old 
weather the advance is certain to cote, 
according to the coal operators. 


And This Is Way Prices-Jump. 

Following is a list of commodities which 
have been most affected by cold weatbet 
and resulting increases in costs, and the 
prices at which they were held during the 
dav by retailers:

The price of fresh eggs, of which there 
was an unusual dearth, was increased 2 cents 
a dozen, and even the storage offerings 
were enhanced 1 and 1% cents. Potatoes 
were raised 2 cents a bushel; chickens ad- 
vanced %@1 cent a pound; oysters made a 
gain of 10 cents per gallon; live hogs sold at 
the highest prices reached since 1882, or 10 
and 15 cents a hundred pounds higher than 
on Wednésday, with all indications pointing 
to still higher prices in the near future. 


Approach War Time Level. 


Fresh pork products felt the influence of 
higher live hog values and sold at an in- 
sreased cost of K to % cent a pound, and 
prices generally were fast approaching the 
level attained during war times of 1860 and 
1865. In fact, prices of hogs at the Union 
stockyards were at a plane never reached 
before m January since those years, al- 
though higher figures were attained in Sep- 
tember of 1882. 

Hog prices have been hovering around an 
almost unprecedented level for many 
months, but did not attain their present high 
plane until the snow storms and blizzards 
had checked the movement of live stock 
from producing centers and forced eastern 
dealers, who were facing a famine of live 
hogs, to come here for stock. Such a condi- 
tion meant that trade needs were increased 
while available supplies were reduced and 
higher prices were inevitable. 

The most radical change in retail cost of 
pork products, as the result of the high prices 
of live hogs, was seen in the value of spare 
ribs, which were retailed at 15 cents a pound, 
while less than a year ago fresh spare ribs 
could be secured in any quantities at 3% 
cents a pound. 


Housewife Pays the Difference. 

Dressed beef products were held by whole- 
salegs at an advance of K and 1 cent over 
prices governing a week ago, and retail 
butchers asserted they had to pay higher 
than market quotations for their supplies, 
which made the cost to the housewife show 
a larger increase than was indicated by the 
advance in wholesale values. 

There are scarcely any fresh eggs com- 
ing to Chicago during this severe weather,” 
said a South Water street merchant. “‘ Farm- 
ers know that eggs on the road any length 
of time, while temperatures are so low, 
will freeze, and crack when thawed so that 
they have to be disposed of to bakeries and 
other like consumers at low prices, and they 
are not taking chances, preferring to market 
their stock nearer home and accept lower 
prices than could be secured here for strict- 
ly fresh offerings. 

„% Aga result, the fresh eggs here are held 
at high prices and the few coming are quick- 
ly taken, regardless of cost. If this weather 
continues prices are likely to go much higher 
and at present there are no prospects of 
immediate relief.” 


Coal Cars Stalled in Yards. 

The continued cold put anether crimp in 
the yard operations of some of the coal car- 
rymg roads, and the Illinois Central, as an 
example, reported 1,000 carloads of coal 
awaiting delivery to the city and to other 
railroads at the Wildwood yards. The East- 
ern Illinois claimed to have pretty free traffic, 
conditions considered. 

The demands for steam toal were greater 
than for all others, it was reported, and some 
fancy prices were paid by factories and 
plants who had failed to lay by a sufficient 
supply when times were good. Screenings, 
delivered at the mine, advanced to $1.25 a 
ton, as against 50 cents regular price, and 
mine run coal sold for $1.60 as against an 
average regular price of 90 cents. 

Although the mercury showed zero during 
the night the coldest of the year was recorded 
at 8a. m., 4 below zero. At 10 a. m. the ther- 
mometer rose from zero, and 8 degrees was 
reached at 3p m. Then the decline began 
anew.

DEATH COMES WITH STORM. 


Deaths, stalled trains, and fuel famines in 
several communities are the results of the 
prevailing chill weather, augmented by the 
widespread storm, which came on schedule 
time yesterday. as predicted. 

In several places below zero temperature 
is reported, dispatches from Kansas telling 
of 18 below, the coldest in that section for 
twelve years. Seven fatalities was the toll 
exacted by the blizzard along the Minneap- 
olis, St. Paul and Sault Ste Marte railroad: 
In Rockford, III., a baby froze to death. The 
family was out of fuel. 

Although the situation in Iowa still is 
serious from the coal famine, it is believed 
relief is at hand. The Rock Island and 
Northwestern railroads yesterday said that 
for a couple of days they would give atten- 
tion to moving coal trains and refuse all other 
freight. Des Moines is hard hit. The street 
railway may stop running today on account 
of lack of coal. Still college closed yester- 
day and Drake university may close today. 

With two feet of snow and temperature 
20 degrees below zero, Waterloo, Ia., last 
night shivered because of a scarcity of coal. 

A shortagé.of natural gas from the Kansas 
field caused much suffering to thousands 
of families in Missouri and Kaneas who de- 
pend almost solely upon gas for fuel. 

Eighteen transcontinental trains are 
blocked by snow in Montana, and no trains 
have left or arrived at Butte since Tuesday. 

Hundreds of elk are perishing in Yellow- 
stone Park. Antelope and deer wander in 
the bligzard in pitiful search for food. 

Wagons carrying passengers from a stalled 
train near Caliente, Nev., reached Panaca, 
Nev., last night. The temperature there was 
18 below zero. The travelers will reach 
Salt Lake on Friday. 

All railway traffic, steam and electric, is 
disarranged in Kentucky because of snow. 
A like condition prevails in northern Mis- 
sissippi, Alabama, and Tennessee. The 
heaviest snow of the winter fell in southern 
Ohio yesterday.

‘WHITE HAND’ GIVES-AID. 


Organization Works in Secret to 
Trace Sender of Letter De- 
manding $5,000. 


The Mano Blanco or — Hand society 
fast night joined with the police in efforts 
to ferret out the murd of 3 
Cinene, an Itallan me who was shot 
to death, presumably by“ Black Hand” 
Assassins, while he slept early in the morn- 


ing. 

The police arrested 194 men during the day. 
end a dragnet was thrown around the en- 
tire north side Italian quarter. Forty were 
released on bonds later. 

Stephen A. Malato, attorney for the White 
Hand society, announced that other steps 
had been taken to cope with the secret or- 

tion. 

“The work of raiding saloons and billiard 
is all right,” said Mr. Malato, “ but 
evidence can only be collected secretly. We 
expect to be abie to catch the murderers of 
Cinene and when we do it will be time enough 
to tell how it was done. 

“We have requested Assistant Chief of 
Police Schuettler to put several Italian de- 
tectives to work.“ 


Hunt Relative of Victim. 

Detectives made a fruitless search for a 
relative of Cinene, who, it is believed, can 
throw some light on the crime. He was not 
about his usual haunts during the day. That 
he would profit by the death of the Italian 
merchant is probable, according to the po- 
lice, and that Cinene was worth from $30,000 
to $50,000 is known. 

It also was learned that Cinene at one time 
was a fortune teller and that even of late 
he told the future of different of his coun- 
trymen. That some one who had come to 
him to have his fortune told sought revenge 
because the fortune proved to be his misfor- 
tuhe is a probability advanced by the police, 

Every detective detaiied at the Chicago 
avenue station and many policemen in uni- 
form were sent out in the afternoon. They 
had orders to arrest all loungers found in the 
galoon in thé district extending from Chicago 
avenue to Division street, and frorh Frank- 
Un street to the Chicago river. Eight patrol 
wagons were got in readiness to bring the 
prisoners to the station. 

A squad of detectives made the first raid 
in a saloon at 880 Milton avenue, in which 
over thirty Italians were gathered. Then 
four other saloons in the same block were 
raided. Six places in Galt court next were 
visited, 

Word spread throughout the colony and 
a crowd. gathered to watch the prisoners as 
they were loaded into the wagons. Many 
women appeared on the scene to plead with 
the policemen in behaif of their husbands. 
In some cases the detectives took men from 
dwellings. 

Armed Men Enter Store. 

At the Chicago avenue station every cell 
was filled. For several hours the work of 
docking the prisoners continued. 

“This is only the start.“ said Inspector 
OBrien. “The work of raiding places wil) 
continue as long as these people think they

Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 6.—[{Special.]—Death’'s 
harvest within the last few weeks has been 
something unprecedented, as ten of the most 
prominent captains of industry of Pittsburg 
have been suddenly called to the great be- 
yond, and all rated as worth millions. 

A careful investigation shows undoubtedly 
that the cause for the sudden taking off of 
so many of these captains of industry was 
nothing more or less than the strenuous lives 
led by the average Pitteburger in the mad 
desire to accumulate millions. 

Frank B. Smith, the president of the Cruci- 
bie Steel Company of America, who died sud- 
denly at his suburban home, led a strenuous 
life as a business man, beginning it as a 
clerk, and while only 50 years old at the time 
of his death he had reached the goal of his 
ambition. 


Friend’s Death Recalls Cassie.“ 

James W. Friend. who was vice president 
of the Pressed Steel Car company, partner 
and close friend of Frank N. Hoffstat, the 
president, who came into prominence during 
the time of Cassie Chadwick, the Queen of 
High Finance," also died suddenly. Shortly 
before his death Friend built a magnificent 
castle which was lavishly furnished. He 
lived to occupy it only a few days. 

William Clark Magee died suddenly Deo,

Hist! The Woodlawn police have a deep 
mystery to solve. 

It concerns three woolen shirts. Two of 
the garments are size 15 and the other is 16, 
according to a message sent to all police 
stations by Capt. John McWeeney. 

The shirts were found last night by Patrol- 
man Hogan at Sixty-third street and Madi- 
son avenue. They were strewn along the 
sidewalk. Hogan called the patrol) wagon 
and the shirts were sent to the station.. 

Close examination of the garments re- 
vealed their size. After the lieutenant and 
sergeant and fly cops discussed the mys- 
tery for fifteen minutes a message was 
framed and telephoned to the central sta- 
tion. Later it was transmitted to each of 
the forty-four stations in the city: This was 
the message: 


There is at this station three woolen shirts, 
Two are size 15 and one 16. 


Capt. McWeeney’s name was signed to it. 

Patrolman Hogan modestly told of the 
And as follows: 

was traveling my post about 8 o’clotk 
when my attention was attracted by the 
Shirts lying on the sidewalk. As near as I 
can judge, they were about three feet apart. 
I won't be positive, but I think the first one 
that I picked up was size 16. The other two 
were one size smaller. 


Scents Mystery at Once. 

“Tat once scented a mystery of some kind. 
Either the shirts were part of ‘the proceeds 
of a burglary or they had been lost was the 
theory that first suggested itself. There was 
no laundry marks on the shirts, proving 
that they had never been worn. 

“I called the wagon and sent the garments 
to the station. That is all I know about the 
mystery.“ 

lieutenant of Detectives Sullivan was 
asked what he thought about fhe shirt mys- 
tery and replied: 

Not having seen the shirts I wouldn't 
care to express an opinion offhand. There 
certainly is some mystery there. I am ac- 
quainted with Policeman Hogan, who found 
the shirts, and know him to be an efficient, 
level headed man. Something might develop 
in a few hours that will assist in clearing 
up the mystery.” 

When the finding of the shirts was reported 
to Inspector Hunt he ordered the arrest of 
all suspicious persons in the Hyde Park and 
Woodlawn police districts. 


Mystery Stirs Inspector Hunt. 

“It is the biggest mystery we have had 
in this police division for years,” the in- 
spector said. ‘“‘ The question is, who owned 
the shirts?’ Until we establish the identity 
of the owner we will be groping in the dark. 
My detective reasoning tells me that the 
shirts belong to two persons, as they are of 
different sizes. The absence of laundry marks 
prove nothing. For all we know the owners 
ef the shirts had them washed at home. 

Assistant Chief of Police Schuettier doesn't 
believe the finding of the shirts had anything 
to do with gambling. 

1 have heard the expression that a gam- 
bler would take the shirt off his back to raise 
money to play,“ the assistant chief said, ‘‘but 
I think the garments don't belong to a gam- 
bler. I shall go to the Woodlawn station 
in the morning and make a thorough investi- 
gation. The Chicago police department never 
had a mystery like this... 

Capt. Evans, superintendent ot the identifi- 
cation bureau, will look at the shirts today to 
see if he ever saw them before. Bertillion 
measurements ot the garments will be taken 
by the captain in the nope of enters the 
mystery.

CLERK HELD FOR FORGERY: -

Confidential Man of L. R. Harsha Manu- 
facturing Company President Said to 
Have Been Victim of Gamblers.

NEW ARGUMENTS HEARD. 


Attorneys Extend — Discussion 
with Hours of Plain and 
Sitter Talk. 


Arguments on the validity of the divorce of 
Willis Counselman ended yesterday efter- 
noon, and Judge Chetlain took the decision 
under advisement. 

Owing to the intricate nature of the Tegal 
questions propounded during the hearing— 
about 125 in all—the judge will take two, or 
possibly three, days to formulate his conclu- 
sions. 

But this ‘delay does not mean a favorable 
decision for Counselman. It confidently is 
believed that the divorce of the broker from 
Mrs. Lulu Counselman will be nullified on 
the grounds of fraud and perjury. This ver- 
dict would have the effect of dissolving 
Counselman’s recent marriage with Miss 
Clara French. 

A display of persona} bitterness among 
lawyers and a volley of exceedingly plain talk 
from Attorney Joseph W. Moses to the court 
marked the end of argument. There were 
moments when all interested lawyers talked 
at once and the judge tried to make himself 
heard above the din. 


Court’s Remarks Stir Lawyers. 


The situation was created through an im- 
pression gained from Judge Chetlain’s re- 
marks during the morning that his ruling 
would be favorable to Counselman and his 
bride and nst the insane woman who 
unknowingly was divorced. 

Attorneys Moses and Charles R. Holden, 
the bar association committee, and Attorney 
Brode B. Davis, guardian. ad litem of the 
insane woman, entered court in the morning 
with the expectation of concluding the case 
in about an hour, when suddenly Judge Chet- 
lain interrupted Mr. Moses with remarks 
about doubt and the rights of the in- 
nocent third party and that it was within 
the court's ‘! discretion temporarily to refuse 
to vacate the decree until the merits of Coun- 
2 contention of desertion could be 
tried. 3 

Counselman’s lawyers smiled and the op- 
position frowned, but lost no time in gather- 
ing up several additional armfulg of law 
books and renewing the attack. Mr. Moses 
was Just getting warmed up good when At- 
torney 8. S. Gregory interrupted with a re- 
mark about being compelled to listen to the 
veriest nonsense.“ 

The bar association réprésentative shout- 
ed to Judge Chetlain: 

Tour duty is palpably plain and there 
is only one road you can travel with safety. 
The rights of citizens, the welfare of society, 
public interests, and the infusion into the 
common people of a proper respect for the 
courts demand that you remand that decree. 
It is frequently charged that the people are 
losing faith in the integrity and wisdom of 
the courts. and that opinion is bound to be 
strengthened by a decision favoring Willis 
Counselman and Clara French Counselman. 
Does the evidence not show that there was 
perjury and a deliberate evasion of facts? 


Insists Decree Be Annulied. 


Tour honor: owes: it to hiniself as a man, 
you owe it to the position you occupy on the 
bench, and you owe it to the people of the 
state to set aside that decree, conceived and 
perpetrated in fraud. There must be no eva- 
sion. It must be wiped out entirely and noth-

Mr. Holden tried to interrupt, but was 
waved aside. Later Mr. Holden gave vent 
to. a fiow of soft words in which he thanked 
the court for his patience, and Judge Chet- 
lain returned the compliment to both mem- 
bers of the investigating committee. 

Earlier in the afternoon Mr. Moses was in- 
sisting on having the statute invoked which 
would mean. imprisonment for Counselman 
for having married within one year from 
the date of his decree, and he ridiculed Mr. 
Gregory’s proposition about letting the de- 
cree stand but compelling the broker to pay 
the insane woman alimony. 

“If the decree is. good so far as it legally 
separates Counselman from the afflicted 
woman, it must also be good so far as the 
inhibition against remarriage is concerned,” 
argued Mr. Moses. “ Why discuss the sup- 
posed equity of this third party? Was she 
not a party to this notorious and vicious 
fraud? “ 


Bride in “Amazing Situation.“ 

Mr. Holdem called the court’s attention to 
the amazing situation caused by Clara 
French continuing to live with Counselman 
in the face of this cloud.“ and remarking 
that she might be entitled to some sym- 
pathy and consideration if she had returned 
to her father when the motion was first 
entered.” He, too, insisted that the court 
vacate the decree, which would mean the 
broker was still husband of the insane 
woman and that the bride would again be 
“Miss French.“ 

The bar association is prepared to appeal 
from an adverse decision, and will carry 
out ite plan to lay all the facts before the 
grievance committee of the organization and 
State's Attorney Wayman regardless of how 
Judge Chetiain decides this motion.

Hereafter 
the business agent will have nothing to do 
with the selling of scrap iron, old copper. lead 
pipe, second hand hose, and wornout horses, 
but they will all be sold by the action of the 
eity council, to which body the bids will be 
addressed after the material has been adver- 
tised for sixty days, according to statute. 
‘Recently Business Agent Coleman asked 
the Merriam commission to take up the sub- 
ject of the junk sales through his office, and 
it was discovered that his method of handling 
the business had been expensive to the city. 
Instances were shown by the commission's 
investigators where Coleman had practically 
let the contract to the lowest bidder by his 
method of lumping the bids and taking the 
average price. 

Recently the corporation counsel had oc- 
casion to look this matter up, and he rendered 
an opinion that only the city council had the 
right to sell the property of the city, whether 
real or personal. Although this opinion was 
rendered several weeks ago, Mr. Coleman has 
Only just made up his mind to cease selling 
junk, and now the heads of departments will 
have to advise the city council when they 
have any old material on hand for sale, and 
the council will have to order that it be ad- 
vertised for sixty days.

Institutions Should Change 
with Conditions. 


TALKS To ALUMNI HERE. 


Prof. Bartlett of Eastern School 
-Defends Football, but 
Wants Changes. 


President Ernest Fox Nichols of Dart- 
mouth college, in an address to the local 
alumni association last night at the Univer- 
sity ‘club, asserted that the modern. college 
must add to its work more provision for the 
preparation of students for professional and 
technical courses in other schools. He pic- 
tured the collége as an inatitution greatly 
different from that of forty years ago in that 
it would not be a place for mere social culture 
and the academic branches, 

“The purpose of the college today is to 
train men mentally and ‘morally for leader- 
ship,” he said. ‘“ The great changes which 
have come about in the college curricula in 
the last generation are not due to any change 
of purpose, but rather to the changed re- 
quirements for leadership. Our modern civ- 
ilization has so increased in complexity and 
the field of knowlecge has become so broad 
that leadership is no longer general, but has 
become specialized. 


,  Threefold Aim in the Past. 
The aim of the older college was three- 


‘fold, to give mental and moral training, in- 


tellectual interests, and scholarly tastes. But 
with the growth of scientific knowledge the 
world has made greater demands upon the 
colleges. The increased application of nat- 
ural science to medicine, engineering, and the 
industries and the application of economic 
principles to our growing commerce has 
lengthened the period of study required for 
proficiency in every important calling. We 
can no longer train men for effective service 
by holding to a single course throughout 
four years.

„The college is striving harder than it has 
ever striven to train men for the highest 
citizenship and the most effective service in 
the world.“ 


Defends Football in Colleges. 

Prof. Edwin J. Bartlett, also of Dartmouth, 
defended football and college athletics in the 
face of the death record of the last season. 
He said only two deaths had occurred among 
college football teams and that eight of the 
deaths reported could not be charged to the 
colleges but to other schools. 

J have one son who is sturdy enough to 
play the game, and I would rather take the 
chance to give him the moral and physical 
training which goes with the game than to 
turn him loose in college and run the chances 
of proper moral training. 

It is an old saying that you can’t make 
an omelette without breaking eggs, but we 
must see that too many eggs are not broken. 
With proper restrictions the game of football 
is all right.“

Matz asked for a hearing. Shick was set 
for Jan. 14. Being unable to furnish $3,000 
bond he was taken to the county jall. 

Matz was arrested at his home by Deputy 
United States Marshal Walter Wainwright 
and Postoffice Inspector Chester A: Macomic. 
They were provided with a search warrant 
and by its authority ransacked Matz's house. 
In bureau drawers they found the tickets, 
literature of the seheme, and letters and

Ryon, who is conducting the inquiry

Tells of Lloyds’ Work.

The Georgia and Alabama representa- 
tives who oppose the bill to make the 
interstate traffic in women for immoral 
purposes a federal ‘offense say. correctly 
that pandering is one of the evils the 


‘states should suppress. They admit the 


greatness of the evil, but they are hor- 
rified by the proposed extension of police 
jurisdiction. by the federal government 
within the limits of the states, ev

pose. 5 

The activity of the sovereign states as 
regards pande ves much to be de- 
sired. Neither Alabama nor Georgia bas 
taken any interest in the matter. The 
states where the evils of pandering are 


most fully recognized and where war is 


being made on them are the ones whose 
representatives have the greatest desire 
for the codperation of the national gov- 
ernment in that war. They see that the 
interstate traffic in women can be crushed 
out more effectively 2 a federal than 
a state agency. 

The federal laws against lotteries in- 
volve an exercise of police jurisdiction by 
the national government within a state. 
Their enactment was opposed on the 
ground that it was the duty of the states 
to suppress lottéries. It was contendad 
that they were unconstitutional until the 
Supreme court held they were. And since 
they are, a law on the same lines against 
pandering would be. 

Georgia may see in such legislation an 
invasion of its reserved rights. Illinois 
does not.

The pénsion is the half of that annuity of $500 grant- 
ed in perpetuity by Charles II. to old MacLaren’s an- 
cestor, Richard Penderel, for having saved him from 
Cromwell’s Roundheads after his disastrous defeat at 
the battle of Worcester, in.1651. Charles, while fleeing 
from the scene ot the conflict, hotly pursued by the 
enemy, stumbled across Dick Penderel, owner of the 
farm of Boscobel, who concealed him in one of the old 
oak trees on the farm. Charles was effectually hidden 
in the now ‘historic oak, and subsequently was assisted 
by Penderel to reach the coast and the continent in 
safety.

Then the 
fate of his two wives and his children had to be ascer- 
tained, and it is only recently, when it was definitely 
established that his daughter, Mary, by his second 
marriage, his last surviving child, had been dead for 
some years, that the court would consent to give orders 
for the payment of ‘the ‘Withington molety of the 
Penderel pension to Robert MacLaren. As the With- 
ington branch. of the family is extinct, and as old Rob- 
ert MacLaren and his wife have no children, and, so 
far as is known, no kith or kin, it is probable that 
the Penderel pension, which has been paid without in- 
terruption by the British treasury every year since its 
grant by Charles II. to the farmer of Boscobel in 1663, 
will lapse on MacLaren’s death.

as he was thet the sun would rise. 
Yesterday was the appointed day, and Stan- 
ton did not appear. He may be in the lake, 
and he may have skipped,”’ He has threat-

of his life difficulties. Judge Landis thinks, 
however, that he has chosen the latter. Still, 
the judge's faith in human nature remains 
unimpaired. 2 

“ For the five years that Ihave been on the

Judge Sorely Disappointed. 

“I can't tell you how cut up Il am over it. 
I have thought about it all day. I have fek 
ade if my whole scheme for helping crim- 
inals and their families had gone awry. Dur- 
ing a recess a few minutes ago I was going 
over the whole situation in my mind, how- 
ever, and I felt that my system wasn’t at 
fault after all, If you trust thirty-one men, 
and one of them abuses your confidence, that 
isn’t any reason for withdrawing your trust 


| from all of the other men who may deserve it 


im the future. I shall continue my system 
just as I have acted on it in the past. 

Bn the words of the judge his system is 
this: a 

When a prisoner.of mine has a family 
depending on him, instead of throwing him 
into jail until the day of his sentence I look 
him over, and if I get am impression of him 
that warrants me in doing so I let him go 
without bond until the day I set for him to 
return. An A do is to place him on his honor 
to come back at the appointed day to receive 
his sentence. Every time I have done this 
heretofore the man has returned to take his 
medicine. I have had some tough looking 
customers walk up to me right on the dot of 
an hour named some six weeks or two months 
previously, and they have known each time 
that they were going to besentenced toa long 
confinement.in a prison.“
